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INTRODUCTION 


Decoding Kanji has been written for serious students who want to 
read Japanese. There are many students of the language nowadays 
who have studied Japanese for several years at school, lived in 
Japan for a few years, or have Japanese-speaking family members, 
and are able to speak and communicate in Japanese. However, 
many students have major problems when it comes to reading 
Japanese. 

The biggest stumbling block is the large number of kanji that 
have to be learned before one can read almost anything in Japan- 
ese. Kanji are visual images; they cannot be learned by ear, the way 
students pick up their speaking ability. At the same time, students 
with a limited knowledge of kanji will almost certainly have diffi- 
culty in understanding the news on TV or radio, because their 
Japanese vocabulary will be too limited. Due to the nature of the 
language, the breadth of one's vocabulary in Japanese depends in 
good measure upon the number of kanji one has acquired. 

In order to start reading Japanese newspapers and magazines, 
students need a minimum reading knowledge of around eight 
hundred to a thousand commonly used kanji. The more kanji they 
can recognize, the better they will be positioned for reading; of 
course, they can always use a kanji dictionary for less frequently 
occurring kanji. Judging from our teaching experience, it is not 
easy for students to reach the stage where they can readily pick up 
and read Japanese newspapers or magazines. Those who happen 
to live in Japan have the advantage of being exposed to kanji every 
day, but it is still far from easy. For those who do not live in a 
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kanji environment, that stage is even harder to achieve. 

One of the things that make kanji study difficult is the lack of 
study and teaching materials in languages other than Japanese. 
Japanese kanji specialists are not oriented to teach non-Japanese 
students, nor are they versed in languages other than Japanese, or 
perhaps Chinese. Many books are published for Japanese children 
studying kanji but few students of Japanese as a second language 
are ten-year-olds with hours every day for years ahead to spend 
learning kanji, nor do they have the photographic memory that 
young children learning kanji seem to develop. 

Decoding Kanji has been written to make this situation a little 
better, to make the study of kanji a little easier by giving structure 
to it. Our approach is to make students understand, as much as 
possible, (1) the relationship between each kanji form and its 
meaning, and (2) the relationship between a kanji form and its on 
(Sino-Japanese) reading. It is our hope and belief that this method 
will free students from the cumbersome task of rote memorization 
of kanji one by one. 

The emphasis throughout the book is on the importance of 
learning kanji forms accurately. Learning the forms of kanji accu- 
rately from the very beginning is crucial for later success in master- 
ing more and more kanji. We have seen many students start out 
with too vague a knowledge of kanji forms and have great diffi- 
culty later, as they encounter increasing numbers of similar-look- 
ing kanji. To avoid this, we use a contrasting approach right from 
the start. We compare, e.g., 天 (sky) and 夫 (husband), A (large) 
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and X (dog), X (lose) and 朱 (vermillion), so that students will 
later be fully attentive to the differences between 壕 (arable soil) 
and # (break), or 9X (minute) and 征 (feature). 

This book is based on a careful observation of kanji errors 
made by students. We have come to realize that students of Japan- 
ese may find it hard to differentiate 酒 (sake) from 38 (oil), espe- 
cially when they are first starting out, much as young Japanese 
tend to confuse 来 (the old form of 来 , come) and X (put be- 
tween), because these are not daily use kanji and they do not see 
them often. Moreover, 酒 and 油 may occur in the same context, 
e.g., 酒田 (Sakata, a place name) or 油田 (oil field), or 酒 / WER 
う (to buy sake/oil). When students see these kanji explicitly con- 
trasted, they become sharply aware of the differences between 
them, negating the impression that these kanji are vaguely similar, 
which they are liable to pick up when they learn them separately. 

The discussion of kanji in Part 1 is crucial to understanding 
Part 2, and to successfully doing the exercises there. The exercises 
are arranged to make students understand the form-to-meaning 
relationship first, and then the form-to-on-reading relationship. 
Sections A and B contain simpler kanji, in less complex contexts, 
and are aimed at beginning to intermediate students. The last two 
sections, C and D, introduce more complex kanji, in more compli- 
cated contexts, for intermediate to advanced students. 

In total some seven hundred kanji are treated in the text and 
exercises of this book, kanji that are commonly used in newspa- 
pers and magazines. Including the kanji in the appendixes, the 
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number exceeds twelve hundred, more than adequate for reading 
newspapers and magazines with the occasional aid of a kanji dic- 
tionary. The terminology of specialized fields may use less com- 
mon kanji; however, the emphasis of this book on the relation of 
kanji forms with their meanings and on-readings should provide a 
solid foundation for further study of less frequent kanji. 

The etymological study of kanji is extremely complicated, 
because the history of kanji is so long. Thus, determining the 
structure of kanji is fraught with difficulty, and does not allow an 
easy shortcut for kanji study. Neverthless, we hope that this book 
will be a stepping stone for further study of kanji itself, in addition 
to being a useful guide for the study of reading Japanese. 
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PART 1 What are 
Kanji? 


How Many Kanji Must Be Learned? 


n order to read Japanese, one has to learn a large number of 
Chinese characters, 漢字 (か ん じ ) in Japanese, which are used in 
addition to the Japanese syllabaries, ひら が な and 74777, to write 
modern Japanese. 
Approximately 2300 different kanji are used in ordinary news- 
papers and magazines, including: 


1. 常用 漢字 (じょう よう か ん じ ): 1,945 kanji for regular use selected 
by the Japanese Ministry of Education in 1981. These super- 
seded the 当 用 漢字 (と う よ う か ん じ ), 1,850 kanji for daily use 
previously established in the 1950s. 


2. 人 名 用 漢字 (じん めい よう か ん じ ): 284 kanji used only for names, 
added by the Ministry of Justice to broaden the selection of 
kanji used for given names. 


3. A few other kanji which are not included in the above lists but 
are too firmly established in proper names to be replaced by 
other kanji with the same meaning and reading. For example, 岡 
was eliminated as an alternative way to write 357^, “hill,” in 
favor of f in the 常用 漢字 , and it was not included in the 人 名 
用 漢字 . But 岡 continues to be used in such place or family 
names as 岡山 (おかやま), 福岡 (ふくおか), and 大 岡 (お お お か ): 
changing 岡 to fr is inconceivable to the Japanese. 
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Not all these 2,300 kanji are used in newspapers and magazines 
with the same frequency. Some kanji are used over and over every 
day in newspapers, while others are rare and might be used only 
once a year. Obviously it makes sense to learn the frequently used 
kanji and turn to a dictionary for the rarer ones. 


How Many Kanji Are Needed to Read Newspapers? 


here are about one thousand to twelve hundred really fre- 

quently used kanji, of which a basic five hundred are usually 
introduced in textbooks directed at non Japancse students of the 
language. It is helpful to start reading the easier articles in news- 
papers or magazines on topics one is familiar with as one learns 
kanji. Just reading a few sentences can be very beneficial. 

How many kanji one needs to know to start reading news- 
papers depends on the breadth of one's vocabulary in Japanese. If 
one has a relatively large vocabulary in spoken Japanese, one may 
get by with less knowledge of kanji than someone with a more 
limited vocabulary. This is because those with à limited vocabu- 
lary must learn kanji and vocabulary at the same time. Those with 
larger vocabularies can concentrate their energies on kanji and 
progress more smoothly and faster. For example, students who 
already know the spoken words which are written as 学ぶ (まな ・ 
35, learn), 生き さる (いき ・ る , live), and 生ま れる ( う ・ ま れる , be 
born), etc., will make immediate associations with those words 
when they learn the meanings and readings of the two kanji for 
"student," 学生 (が くせ い ). In other words, they will be able to 
read those words the first time they see them. 


Kanji Versus Vocabulary in Japanese 


earning kanji leads to an increase in vocabulary. Vocabulary 
building through daily conversation is much slower, no matter 
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how fluent one is in conversation or how skilled in communica- 
tion, because conversational vocabulary tends to be limited. One 
needs also to read the language. 

Another peculiarity of Japanese is the fact that it is.extremely 
difficult to increase one's vocabulary without learning kanji. 
Homonyms are numerous in Japanese, sharing the same pronunci- 
ations, but written with different kanji. Unless one knows kanji, 
one is not likely to realize that koen could be any of the following: 
公園 (こう えん , park), 公演 (こう え ん, public performance), 講演 
(こう えん , lecture), 好演 (こう えん, excellent performance), 後援 
(こう えん , support). These words are not only used commonly in 
both spoken and written Japanese, but may occur in the same 
context: [L 7z. ARAR LL TT E FT. | ( "Tomorrow, 
I'm going to the park/the public performance/the lecture/to sup- 
port them.") 

Every kanji has 形 (か た ち , form), 意味 (いみ , meaning), and 読 
み (よみ , reading), and these are interrelated. Kanji are visual 
images and cannot be learned by hearing the pronunciation of the 
words, because each form stands for its meanings: this is a basic 
characteristic of kanji. Many forms also stand for their readings as 
well as their meanings, but not simply for sounds like letters of the 
alphabet. For example, the character A (7 7/77 7/7» *), originating 
in a picture of the crescent moon, is used to write the word for 
“moon,” and Æ ( ソ ク / あ し / た ・ り る ), from a picture of the knee,- 
lower leg, and foot, stands for a word meaning “foot/leg.” But Æ 
also stands for its sound 7 7, in such a kanji as Æ (77/295 t, 
urge), where it is a phonetic component. 


Kanji Meanings and Readings 


ost kanji have more than one meaning, including original 
meanings, derived meanings, and sometimes borrowed mean- 
ings resulting from the use of a kanji to represent a word completely 
different from the word it originally represented. For example, the 
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character 月 (moon/month) was created to write the word for 
“moon,” but that word also had the derived sense “month,” probably 
from the use of the lunar calendar in ancient China, so the kanji 
also means "month." The charactor € (foot/leg/walk/suffice/add 
to) stood for a word meaning “foot/leg,” and derivatively “walk.” 
But it was also borrowed to write a presumably unrelated but 
homophonous word with the hard-to-draw meaning "suffice/add to." 

The majority of kanji also have more than one reading in Japan- 
ese, because they are likely to have one or more 訓読 み (くん よみ , 
translation reading) as well as one or more 音読 み (お ん よみ , Sino- 
Japanese reading). A, for example, has two 音読 み , ゲ ツ (漢音 [か ん 
お ん ], based on the Chinese pronunciation that the Japanese began 
to use in the eighth century court) and ガツ (3# [IBA], based 
on a pronunciation of Chinese that came in earlier, with Bud- 
dhism); and it has one 訓読 み 、 つき . 足 has one FRA, Y7, and 
two 訓読 み , one, HL, for its basic meaning and another, た ・ り る , 
for its borrowed meaning. (In this book 音読 み are written in カタ 
カナ and dBA in ひら が な ,a a common method of distinguishing 
them in kanji dictionaries, the commonly used readings appearing 
first in both 音読 み and 訓読 み .) 

Very few kanji have more than one form, and no variant forms 
are included in the 常用 漢字 . (Variant forms of 常用 漢字 used as 
components of other kanji are discussed later.) 


Kanji Groups 


NO kanji means learning each kanjis 形 , 意味 , and 読み , 
that is, learning to recognize the form and associate the mean- 
ings and readings with it. Some kanji forms are rather simple, 
while others may be extremely complicated; e.g, 月 and Æ dis- 
cussed above versus 解 (カイ / ゲ / と ・ く <, disjoint/dissolve/compre- 
hend) and 製 (モイ , manufacture/production). 

In terms of their forms, it is useful to classify kanji in categories 
as follows: 
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1. 


Single-unit kanji, such as 月 and X, are traceable back to single 
ancient pictures, and therefore their forms are indivisible. Less 
than 10 percent of the 常用 漢字 belong to this category. 


. Compound kanji, such as 解 and &, are analyzable structures of 


two or more components, which can be used as mnemonics. 
That is, 解 comprises 角 [horn], 77 [edged tool] and # [ox], all 
of which are single-unit 常用 漢字 : 角 (カク / か ど / つ の , horn/ 
corner), (トウ / か た な ,sword/edged tool) and 牛 (ギュ ウ / うし , 
bovine animal). & is made of X [garment] and the phonetic 
component 制 [モイ ], which appears as an independent 常用 漢 
F as 制 (モイ, control/system/make.) (Note: Meanings and read- 
ings of components are given in square brackets. The older on- 
readings, -&, are first, and then 漢音 .) 


The second category, compound kanji, actually consists of two 


sub-types: 


1. 


Semantic compound kanji, such as 解 , in which all the compo- 
nents, f, 77 and +, contribute to the meaning but not the 
reading of the whole kanji ## (“horn” separated from an “ox” 
with an “edged tool” means “take apart.”). About 24 percent of 
the 常用 漢字 are semantic compounds. 


. Phonetic compound kanji, such as 製 , in which one component 


( 制 [+ 4] in this case) is relevant to the 音読 み of the whole 
kanji, and will be called a “phonetic” in this book, while the 
other component, X [garment], relates to the original meaning 
of the whole (& originally meant “make garments"). 


The phonetic ff] itself is a semantic compound kanji, a combi- 


nation of a graphic representation of a felled tree with branches 
intact on the left and a variant of 77 [edged tool] on the right, and 
means something like "to trim away excess." In addition to its 
phonetic value, 制 also contributes a shade of its original meaning, 
“trim/cut,” to the meaning of &. 
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The majority of 常用 漢字 , about 67 percent, are phonetic com- 
pounds, many of which, like $, have semantic compound charac- 
teristics as well. 


Single-Unit Kanji 


ingle-unit kanji, originating from ancient Chinese pictographs 

which were etched or written on turtle shells or animal bones for 
the purpose of divination more than thirty-five hundred years ago, 
are the most important, fundamental kanji forms today, because: 


1. They are the most frequently used kanji in modern Japanese. 
Approximately 32 percent of the most commonly used 200 
kanji are single-unit kanji, such as 日 (ニチ / ジ ツ / ひ / か , sun/ 
day), A. (ニン / ジ ン / ひ と , person), and 女 (ジョ / ニ ョ / ニ ョ ウ / お ん 
な / め , woman). (See “A List of the 2,000 Kanji," in A New Dic- 
tionary of Kanji Usage, Gakken, 1982). Also, about 75 percent of 
the single-unit 常用 漢字 are among the 1,000 kanji used most 
frequently in newspapers and magazines, according to the same 
dictionary. 


2. A few single-unit 常用 漢字 , such as 4 (7 x7, shaku [180 mil- 
liters/0.033 square meters]), f (キン , kin [600 grams]), and B 
(か ・ つ , also/on the other hand), are now rarely used as indepen- 
dent kanji. However, they cannot be ignored, since they are fairly 
often used as components in more complex kanji; e.g., &9 (ヤク , 
approximate/abbreviate/promise) has ^7, originally a picture of 
a ladle, as a semantic component, while 近 (キン / ち か ・ い , 
approach/near) and 助 (ジョ / た す ・ け る / す け , help) have fr [キン ] 
and E [*// a], respectively, as their phonetics. 


For further information on this type of kanji, see Appendix A. 
Single-unit kanji are relatively simple in form, with generally 
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low stroke counts, compared to compound kanji. Compare the 
simple H, A, and X given above to 著 (ショ / あ つ ・ い , hot/heat), 
with 日 on the top; 使 ( シ / つ か ・ う , messenger/use), with a slender 
form of A on the left; and 安 (アン / や す ・ い , at ease/inexpensive), 
with * on the bottom. 


Similarity in Simple Kanji Forms 


ome semantic compound kanji were created by adding one or 

more strokes or dots to a single-unit kanji, resulting in the cre- 
ation of similar kanji forms. For example, both X (テン / あ め / あ ま , 
sky/heaven) and X ( フ / フ ウ / お っ と , husband/worker) were made 
by adding one line to the single-unit kanji 大 (ダイ / タ イ / お お ・ き い 、 
large), which comes from a picture of a spread-eagled man. 天 has 
the extra line across the top, to represent the sky, and X has the 
added line shorter and lower to indicate a man's headgear, signify- 
ing “adult male." Also, X (74/7 /.5« C * v^, very large/thick) adds a 
dot to 大 at its bottom, to emphasize "very large." Since another, 
unrelated kanji, X (7 7 /**42, dog), derived from a picture of a 
dog, has a dot on the right side above the horizontal line, X and X 
are sometimes a little confusing to beginning students, who may 
also fail to write X and X distinctively. For further information on 
this type of kanji, see Appendix B. 

Simple kanji have come to resemble each other, as in the above 
examples, as a result of simplifications that took place over the 
long history of kanji. The ancient form of 犬 was much closer to a 
picture of a dog than today's oversimplified form. Three exam- 
ples 一 男 (ダン / ナ ン / お と こ , man), & ( シ / お も ・ う , think), and B 
( イ , stomach)—look like they share © [cultivated field] as a com- 
ponent, but ¥ is the only one in which Hi in fact represented “cul- 
tivated field." The Œ in & and H came from other things: “head” 
with œ [mind], to “think,” at the bottom, and “food in stomach” 
above a variant of 肉 [meat/flesh], respectively. The fate of kanji 


18 Similarity in Simple Kanji Forms 


has generally been to grow simpler and simpler as a larger portion of 
a busy population needed or wanted to be able to read and write. 

Accurate memorization of these basic forms of simple kanji is 
extremely important for later learning of more complicated kanji. 
As stroke count and complexity increase, similar kanji naturally 
become harder to distinguish and remember clearly. Careful 
attention to distinction of form will make remembering such kanji 
as the following much easier: 因 (イン / よ ・ る , be based on/cause) 
and 美 ( ビ / う つく ・ し v, beautiful) both have K, “spread-eagled 
man," on a bed (O) in the former to suggest “rest on,” and as 
“large” to describe sheep ( 羊 ) and mean “beautiful” in the latter, 
while IR (フク / ふ ・ せ る , lie prostratc/hide) and BR (77/27, con- 
tribute) have X, as a dog which shows submission by lying prostrate, 
and as dog-meat offering to gods, respectively, as mnemonics. 


Classifiers in a Kanji Dictionary 


he unfortunate result of simplification can be readily seen in 

the forms of the special components termed classifiers, #8 @ (.» 
Lw) in Japanese. The 月 in 8 (メイ / ミ ョ ウ / あ か ・ る い / あ ・ け る , 
bright /clear/dawn) is for the classifier “moon/month,” but in ¥, 
mentioned above, it is a variant of A) [meat/flesh]. Similarly, Æ is 
sometimes "king" and other times a variant of "gem," Æ, deriva- 
tives of "battle-ax" and "strung gems," respectively. It is the pho- 
netic £ [オウ ] in 2 (27/7 7, emperor), and a modification of 
the classifier X in 珍 (チン / め ずら ・ し い , rare). 

All compound kanji have at least one component that hints at 
their meaning or their semantic category. In most cases, such a 
component serves as a classifier for the kanji in a kanji dictionary, 
where kanji are arranged according to their classifiers. Thus 明 and 
胃 are looked up in the 月 section of the dictionary, 2 under &, 
and 32 under =. 

Some kanji contain one or more other components which can be 
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meaning-bearing classifiers, such as &, where ¥ [sheep] and 大 
[large] are both possible classifiers. Since all the components of 
semantic compounds are meaning-bearing elements, it is often diffi- 
cult to determine which is the classifier it should be looked up under. 

Good kanji dictionaries should cross-reference under the other 
possible classifiers as well. Otherwise, these general rules for look- 
ing up kanji should be applied: (1) try the left component first for a 
kanji which can be divided into left- and right-hand parts, e.g., 伏 
above—more classifiers occur on the left than on the right; (2) try 
the top first for characters that divide top and bottom, like 美 一 -the 
top is more likely to be the classifier; and (3) for outside-inside 
characters, like Al, the outside should be tried as classifier first. 
Here are the positions of some of the most important classifiers 
and their positions:

Single-unit 常用 漢字 are often among the traditional 214 classi- 
fiers themselves, because the forms are not divisible, e.g., P ( コ / と , 
door), 米 (ベイ / マ イイ / こ め , rice), and 馬 ( バ / うま / ま , horse). 
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The Kinds of Look-Alikes Found in Compound Kanji 


mong the 常用 漢字 , the large majority (91 percent) are com- 

pound kanji, ranging from some that are very simple, such as 
休 (キュ ウ / や す ・ む , rest) and 好 (コウ / こ の ・ む / す ・ さ , fond/favor- 
able), to others that are quite complicated, such as IR (77/U £, free 
time) and 驚 (キョ ウ / お どろ ・ く , surprise). Inevitably, each compo- 
nent tends to get smaller and harder to make out as kanji get more 
complex, as 日 is small in 8X and & in €, compared with their size 
in 8H (p. 19) and 駅 (エキ , station). 

Some classifiers occur so frequently that they may become a 
source of confusion in characters where other components are 
crucial to distinction but less eye-catching. Care must be taken in 
cases like these: 列 (レツ , line) and 7l (ベツ / わ か ・ れ る , separate), 
or T] (カン , print), 刑 (ケイ , punishment), and 判 (ハン 7 バン, judge). 
These all have a variant of 77 [edged tool], the classifier of these 
kanji, on the right-hand side, giving them a superficial resem- 
blance. Similarly 志 ( シ / こ ころ ざし / こ ころ ざ ・ す ,intention) and & 
(ボウ / わ す ・ れ る , forget), or &, on p. 18, A (オン , favor), and 恵 
(ケイ / エ / め ぐ ・ み 、 blessing) are all conspicuously marked on the 
bottom with the same classifier, 心 [heart/mind], and we tend to 
forget the rest and wonder which is which. 

The basic forms of the classifiers in these examples, 77 and «, 
are both independent 常用 漢字 , as 77, on p. 16, and (77/2 25, 
heart/mind). The examples just listed include both semantic and 
phonetic compounds; 列 , 7], 思 , and Æ are semantic compounds, 
and what remains when the classifiers are removed from Tl, 刑 , 判 , 
35, ©, and A are phonetics. 


Form-Meaning Relationship of Semantic Compounds 


hen look-alike kanji are semantic compounds, the thing to 
do is to remember the forms and meanings of each compo- 
nent as accurately as possible. For example, ( シュ ウ , confine), 
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因 , on p. 19, and 困 (コン / こ ま ・ る , troubled), all have the classifier 
O [enclosure]. What differentiates them is the component inside: 
A. [person] (in an enclosure), X [spread-eagled man] (the “enclo- 
sure" is a bed in this case), and 木 [tree] (in an enclosure), each con- 
tributing to the whole kanji's meaning. Knowledge of postulated 
etymologies of the kanji can help one to keep track of the parts. But 
then these kanji were created more than 3,000 years ago, and one 
may have to stretch one's imagination to see things as they might 
have been seen in that ancient society. 

With semantic compound kanji there is no clue in the forms to 
their on-readings, 音読 み , but their translation readings, 訓読 み , 
give their meanings. Let us look at another set of examples with the 
classifier 門 [gate], which as 常用 漢字 is P] (モン / か ど , gate/entrance/ 
house/family): FA (ヘイ / と ・ じ る / し ・ め る, shut), Hl (カイ / ひ ら ・ く , 
open), and 間 (カン / ケ ン / あ い だ / ま , space/interval). The inside 
components respectively contribute to the meanings of these kanji: 
A with the sense of “block off" for 閉め る (shut), a sketch of two 
hands moving a gate bar in 開け る (open), and B [sun] (originally 
月 [moon], actually) shining through the space between the doors 
of a gate for “between,” (FJ). 

In order to learn commonly used kanji forms, one should first 
make oneself familiar with the commonly used classifiers, together 
with their variant forms, as well as the variations in meanings of 
some of them. (See Appendix C.) 


Form-Reading Relationship for Phonetic Compounds 


wo other commonly used kanji have the phonetic P] [モン / ブ ン ] 

rather than the classifier P] [gate]. They are Pi (モン / と ・ う , 
inquire) and Bl (ブン / モ ン / き ・ く , hear/listen) where 門 [モン / ブ ン ] 
marks the 音読 み 、so it is the meaning-bearing components ロ 
[mouth] and F [ear] that are their 部 首 . 


The phonetic compound kanji that have the same phonetic com- 
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ponent are particularly likely to seem confusingly similar. Com- 
pare, e.g., FF ( ジ / さ むら い , attend/samurai) and 待 (タイ / ま ・ つ , wait), 
or # ( ジ / も ・ つ , hold/own) and 特 (F 7, special), in addition to 時 
( ジ / と き , time/o'clock), 等 (トウ / ひ と ・ し い , equal/rank), and 詩 ( シ , 
poetry). Having the same form of phonetic and mostly similar on- 
readings (with a couple of surprises due in part to their long pho- 
netic history) may lead one to not fully register their differences. 
The phonetic # [ ジ / シ ] which these kanji share is also the 常用 漢 
字 寺 ( ジ / て ら , temple). 

It is often easy to work the meaning of phonetic components 
into the meaning of the kanji, as in the case of 問 (“ask someone at 
a gate”), and Bf (“hear something at a gate"), but that is generally 
less significant than their function as phonetics. In some extreme 
cases, phonetics were used onomatopoeically. One example is 猫 
(ビョウ / ね こ , cat) with the phonetic && [ ミ ョ ウ / ビ ョ ウ ] which was 
pronounced something like mao in Chinese; there is no relation- 
ship between the meanings of @ [seedling] and 38. Another exam- 
ple of this kind is $$ (レイ / リ ン / す T, bell) with the phonetic > [ 
ョ ウ / レ イ ], which sounded something like ling in Chinese, although 
its meaning of “praying” may have also contributed to the meaning 
of $2. 

Kanji's 音読 み may be a major stumbling block in kanji learning, 
on top of the great variety of forms to learn, and part of the prob- 
lem is the fact that there are so many kanji that have the same or 
similar 音読 み , sharing a phonetic as in the above examples, or 
even without sharing a phonetic, e.g., W, 7&, 4€, as seen on p. 14. 


Shortcuts to Learning Phonetic Compounds 


bout 67 percent of 常用 漢字 are phonetic compounds. Some 
phonetic components are found in just a couple of kanji, some 
in quite a few, as seen in the above cases of the phonetic 門 in two 
kanji and 寺 in seven kanji. Kanji learners should take advantage of 
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this situation. Learning these homonymous kanji in groups allows 
more economic use of time. Learning the phonetic-marked kanji 
systematically is also an aid to learning many phonetics that are not 
used as independent 常用 漢字 . Compare 作 (サク / サ / つ く ・ る , make/ 
action), &F (++ Z, last), $E (+, lying), 酢 (サク / す , vinegar), and 控 
(サク / し IF- Z, squeeze), and notice that all contain the component 
年 [ジャ / サ ] as a phonetic. Most of these kanji are “homonyms,” 
referring in this book to kanji that share a phonetic and an on- 
reading. 

Being conscious of the phonetics in phonetic compounds makes 
it easier to remember the oz-reading of the kanji. As a bonus, such 
knowledge sometimes enables one to guess the on-reading of a 
kanji one has never seen before. 

Mastering kanji on-readings is extremely important, because 
almost all—about 98 percent—of the 常用 漢字 have 音読 み to be 
learned (and about 40 percent have only 音読 み ). In other words, 
learning the 音読 み efficiently will pay major dividends. 


Japanese Vocabulary Versus Sino-Japanese 
Vocabulary 


Bones the 音読 み of kanji is difficult for Japanese children, 
too, since 音読 み are not related to native Japanese vocabulary, 
or 和 語 ( ワ ブ ). Children learn 和 語 , such as 食べ る (た ・ べ る , eat) and 
読む (t-t, read), first, and then start learning 漢語 (カン ゴブ), or 
Sino-Japanese vocabulary, e.g., 食事 する (ショ クジ ・ す る , have a meal) 
and 読書 (ドク ショ , reading), later, when they have gained a knowl- 
edge of kanji. This second set of vocabulary in 漢語 is generally more 
often used by male speakers than by female speakers in spoken Japan- 
ese, and is more often used in the written language in general, specifi- 
cally in newspapers, official documents, and academic publications. 

Few 漢語 are written with only a single kanji—# ( 工 , picture), 
3& (チャ , tea), and 服 す る (77+ 3 5, obey) are among the exceptions. 
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The majority of single-kanji vocabulary are 和 语 , using 訓読 み , e.g., 
春 ( は る , spring), x (お ん な , woman), and 出る (で ・ る , come out). 
The majority of 漢語 consist of two kanji or more and are kanji 
compounds, e.g., 都会 (トカ イ , city), 大 都会 (ダイ ・ ト カイ , big city), 
金庫 (キン コ , a safe) and 信用 金庫 (シン ヨウ ・ キ ンコ , credit union). 
The most commonly used 汉语 are two-kanji compounds, includ- 
ing many homonyms that cause difficulty even for native speakers 
of Japanese. 

Even though native speakers of Japanese live in a kanji-packed 
environment, they still make errors in writing. The difference 
between 受賞 (ジュ ショ ウ , receiving a prize) and 授賞 (ジュ ショ ウ , 
awarding a prize), or 制作 (モイ サク , production of arts) and 製作 
(セイ サク , manufacture), etc., can be hard to remember. Recently 
the use of computers has been blamed for young people in particu- 
lar not being able to write kanji. Using a computer, one need only 
choose the correct kanji from a displayed list and is spared the 
effort, and loses the practice, of writing on one's own. 

The most confusing cases are those of two kanji homonyms 
where one of the kanji is the same in both words, like the examples 
in the preceding paragraph. Some of those which are particularly 
common are listed in Appendix D. 


Structure of Two- and Three-Kanji Compounds 


mong the 1945 常用 漢字 are approximately 370 that are never 
used alone but only in kanji compound words, and another 170 
or so are that are only rarely used alone. Kanji are not put together 
randomly to form kanji compounds; a number of rules can be dis- 
cerned. Kanji learners are not advised to make their own compounds 
—they may not be comprehensible—but a knowledge of the rules 
will help one to understand, or guess, the meanings of compounds. 
The kanji in two-kanji compounds are arranged as follows: 
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1. When two kanji are in a syntactic relationship: 


a. Subject-predicate, such as 地震 ( Z Z7 , earthquake): the "earth" 
(subject) *quakes" (predicate) 


b. Verb-object/locative, such as 造船 (ゾウ セン , shipbuilding): 
“make” (verb) “boat” (object), or 在 日 (ザイ ニチ , (someone) 
stays in Japan): “to be" (verb) “Japan” (locative) 


c. Adjective/noun-noun, such as 高級 (コウ キュ ウ , high class): 
“high” (adjective) “class” (noun), or 国宝 (コク ホウ , national 
treasure): “nation” (noun) “treasure” (noun) 


d. Adverbial first kanji, such as 不正 ( フ セ イ , injustice): “not” 
(adverb) “just” (adjective), or RÆ ( 3 7 4 , undecided): “not 
yet” (adverb) “decide” (verb) 


e. Auxiliary kanji, such as 私 的 (シテ +, private): “I/me” (noun) 
“ic, -ous” (auxiliary), or 突然 ( ト ツ ゼン , suddenly): “sudden” 
(adjective) “state (of things)” (auxiliary) 


2. When two kanji are in a nonsyntactic relationship: 


a. Reduplication of kanji, such as 方 々 (ホウ ボウ , everywhere): two 
of "direction," or 月 々 (つき づき 。 every month): two of “month” 


b. Combination of two kanji of similar meaning, such as 平和 
(^49, peace): “calm” and “harmony,” or 生活 (セイ カツ , liv- 
ing): "live" and “liveliness” 


c. Combination of two kanji with contrastive meanings, such as 
FI (2 7 7. descendants): “child” and “grandchild,” or 左右 
( サ ユ ウ , left and right): “left” and “right” 


Large numbers of kanji compounds belong to categories 1c, 2b 
and 2c. Further information on the structure of two-kanji com- 
pounds can be found in Chapter 6 of The Complete Guide to Every- 
day Kanji (Kodansha International Ltd., 1991). 
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Three-kanji compounds are usually made with a prefix and a 
two-kanji compound, e.g., 新 时 代 (シン ・ ジ ダイ , new era): “new” 
and “age,” or a two-kanji compound and a suffix, e.g, 仕事 中 ( シ ご 
と ・ チ ュ ウ , while working): “work” and “in the middle of.” There 
are occasionally three-kanji compounds where all the kanji have 
contrasting meanings, such as 大 中 小 (ダイ ・ チ ュ ウ ・ シ ョ ウ , large- 
medium-small): “large,” “medium,” and “small.” 

Compounds of four or more kanji are combinations of two-kanji 
and/or three-kanji compounds. 


Finding the Phonetic in a Kanji 


Or clue to finding the phonetic in a phonetic-compound kanji 
in order to guess its 音読 み is position. Kanji tend to have their 
classifiers (84) on the left side, where they are usually called 偏 
(へ ん ), or on the top, mostly 冠 (か ん むり ). Some of these classifiers 
and the exceptions to the "left or top" rule were listed on p. 20. 
What remains on the right side (the right-hand component of a 
Chinese character is called a つく り ), if the kanji is a phonetic com- 
pound, will be the phonetic. For example, 仕 ( シ / ジ / つ か ・ え る , 
serve/do) and 时 , on p. 23, have A [person] and H [sun] respec- 
tively as their a, and so as their $84, and on the right side are 
their phonetics 士 [ シ / ジ ] and # [7]. 

However, some kanji, e.g., 和 ( ワ / オ / や わ ・ ら げ る / な ご ・ や か , 
harmony/Japanese), have their phonetics, R [7/7 }] in this case, on 
the left side. If one remembers that no 常用 漢字 have ロ [コウ / ク ] 
as a phonetic while many do have © [mouth/opening] as a semantic 
component, it should be easy to guess which part of 和 is more 
likely to be the phonetic, even though the relative position of the 
components is the reverse of the usual case. 

Similarly, while most kanji divisible into top and bottom have 
their semantic components located on the upper side, 築 (チク / き 
3^ - 4, construct). exceptionally has its phonetic 71 [F 7] on the top. 
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^T [bamboo], coming from a sketch of growing bamboo, is used as 
a semantic component in the top position of numerous kanji, but 
just two 常用 漢字 have it as a phonetic instead, the 策 just men- 
tioned, and & ( (トク , hearty/grave). 

It is worth remembering that some semantic components always 
occur on the right side, or the lower part, of kanji, forcing the 
phonetics to be on the left side or on the top. For example, there 
are fifteen phonetic compounds with the semantic component R 
[head] in the 常用 漢字 and all of them have it on the right side as 
つく り , eg, 頭 (トウ / ズ / あ た ま / か し ら , head) and 額 (ガク / ひ た い , 
forehead), with their phonetics € [X/F'7] and & [€ 7/777], 
respectively, on the left. The semantic components that commonly 
occur on the right side are as follows: the 页 just mentioned, a 
variant of Z7 [edged tool] as in 刻 (コク / き ざ ・ む , carve/mince); X 
[action] as in X (2 7/45 * 4, attack); Z [strength] as in 22 (27/ 
* - <, effect); X [squatting man with his mouth open] as in 歌 ( カ / 
うた , song); and & [stick in hand] as in Ex (7 7/774 * 5, beat). 

Semantic components that almost always occur at the bottom of 
kanji are 心 [heart/mind] as in ®©, on p. 21; the variant of K [fire] 
seen in 煮 ( シ ャ / に ・ る , boil); m [dish] as in # (4 Y, tray/Bon Fes- 
tival); + [earth] as in 堂 (ドウ , hall/stately): and 具 [shell/money] 
as in A ( ヒ ン / ビ ン / ま ず ・ し い , impoverished), when they are not a 
left-side 偏 . K space and # [hand] are also used at the bottom, 
as in # (Z4 /.« € 5, bag) and # (77, rub) respectively, when they 
are not written as the 偏 variant. 

Since the majority of classifiers are of semantic value, review 
the information on these meaning-bearing components in the clas- 
sifier chart on p. 20, and in Appendix C. 


Phonetics with Modified Forms 


Som early changes merged phonetic components with the other 
elements in certain kanji to the extent that we cannot recognize 
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them. There are not many of this kind of kanji, but examples of 
drastically distorted phonetics are 止 [ シ ] in 市 ( シ ハ いち, market/ 
city), 今 [コン / キ ン ] in 金 (キン 7 コン / か ね / か な , gold/money), and 
赤 [ヤク / エ キ ] in 夜 ( ヤ / よ / よ る , night). Some other cases of dis- 
torted phonetics are slightly easier to recognize. $ [t ] is just dis- 
cernable, when it is pointed out, as the left side of 部 (7, divide/ 
section) and several other kanji as a phonetic component. 

More recent simplifications also leave us, as kanji learners, with 
phonetics that are difficult to distinguish. For example, 4 [7], with 
the sense of “private,” is the phonetic component in 私 ( シ / わ た くし , 
I/me), but the same strokes also substitute for two other phonetic 
components, namely for X [オウ / コ ウ ] and for 発 [ ホ チ / フ ツ ]. The 
former appears in J, simplified from Æ (コウ / ひ ろ ・ い , spacious), 
in 拡 from 拓 (カク, extend), and in 鉱 from $& (コウ , mine), while 
the latter is seen in 仏 from # (ブツ / ほ と け , Buddha) and in 払 
from 挑 (フツ / は ら ・ う , brush off/pay). These substitutions were 
made in the 1950s to simplify some kanji for the 当 用 漢字 (see p. 
12), and were carried over into the 常用 漢字 . The changes were 
not thorough in the cases of € and #, though, since some 常用 漢 
字 still contain these original forms, namely 横 (オウ / よ こ , hori- 
zontal), 沸 (フツ / わ ・ く , boil) and € ( ヒ / つ い ・ や す , spend). 

There are other forms that represent two or more different origi- 
nal components as a result of simplification, and all of them are 
sometimes used as phonetics. Those that are used in the 常用 漢字 
are listed in Appendix E. 


Phonetic Compounds with the Same Phonetic 
but Different Readings 


A: we have seen, phonetic components are extremely useful as 
aids to remembering the 音読 み of previously encountered kanji 
and to guessing the reading of kanji one has not learned yet, especially 
when their readings are regular. For example, when one learns the 
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phonetic of & (^r 7, sparing), one can successfully guess the 音読 み 
of 剣 (ケン , sword/sting), 険 (ケン / け わ ・ し い , risky/steep), & (7 7, 
investigate), and 験 (ケン , examine). If one knows that Æ (セイ / シ ョ ウ / 
い ・ き る / う ・ ま れる / お ・ う / は ・ え る / き / な ま ,live/grow/bear/birth/hife/fresh/ 
pure) functions as a phonetic, & [ ショウ / セ モイ ], one can guess the likely 
readings of 姓 (モイ / シ ョ ウ , surname), t (t 4/3", inborn nature/ 
sex/character), 星 (セイ / シ ョ ウ / ほ し , star), and 牲 (セイ, sacrifice). 
Some other phonetics are much less straightforward. Most of 
the variations in 音読 み can be more or less explained in terms of 
natural changes in pronunciation that took place in Chinese or 
Japanese, or as the result of making Chinese words fit Japanese 
pronunciation. No one really knows what is behind many of the 
more radical variations. There is no easy explanation, for example, 
of the “m/b” vs. “k” reading of 4& (2714/2514, every) and 海 (カイ / 
うみ , sea), MA (カイ / く ・ い る / く や ・ し い , repent/remorse) and 9 (ババ 
11595, plum) in the 常用 漢字 . In such cases kanji learners can 
only be grateful for small favors: at least they tend to rhyme (“-ai”), 
though not without exceptions, such as 4& (7/h wv +4, despise). 
Among the differences one must be able to work with are those 
like the different 音読 み of the same kanji. The most obvious case 
of this is seen in 濁り (に ご ・ り ), the matching of voiced-voiceless 
consonants, such as 代 (ダイ / タ イ / か ・ わ る / よ / し 5, substitute/gen- 
eration/period), #, on p. 28, and 貸 ( 7 4 /7^ - 4 , lend/rent). And 
this applies to “k” and “g” alternation, e.g., 加 ( カ / く わ ・ え る, add 
to/join in), *& ( カ / か ・ け る , beam/lay across), and '& (77, congratu- 
late); "s/sh" and “z/j,” e.g., 44 (3E 4 , lumber/material), R1 (ザイ / サ 
4, property/finance), 3à (3-4 /7z* 2/5 IZ * €, cut/decide), and a 
few others that share the phonetic オ [37 4 /** 4 ]; and “h” and 
“b,” e.g., the phonetic 方 [ホウ ] is found in 坊 (ボウ / ボ ッ , priest/ 
little boy), 妨 (ボウ / さ また ・ げ る , obstruct), BW (ドウ / ふ せ ・ ぐ , 
defend/prevent), 放 (ホウ / は な ・ す , turn loose), 訪 (ホウ / お と ず ・ 
れる / た 3 * 325, seek out/visit), and a few others. In this regard, it 
must be remembered that some cases of ジ and Z are simply modern 
spellings of F and 7. Thus cases like 豆 (トウ / ズ / ま め , bean) and 
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Æ (トウ, pox), VR, on p. 28, and Rl (h 77/7: 7: 9^ - 2, fight) are matters 
of 濁り and normal vowel alteration, not a change of consonant. 

Here are some other common alternations of first consonants in 
the 音読 み of 常用 漢字 : 


1. ^B" and “m” suchas 亡 (ボウ / モ ウ / な く ・ な る 、 disappear/die), tt 
(ボウ / い ハ いそ が ・ し い , busy), and Ẹ (モウ , blind). 


2. “K/g” alternating with “no consonant,” such as 京 (キョ ウ / ケ イ , 
capital), 景 (ケイ , sunlight/scene), #2 (x 4 /?*|f, shadow/reflec- 
tion), and & (7 4/4U 5, whale). 


3. *K/g" alternating with “s,” such as $ ( シ / さ さ ・ え る , branch/ 
support), 岐 ( キ , forked), 技 ( ギ / わ ざ , skill), 枝 ( シ / え だ , branch), 
and AX ( と, limb).

4. "D" alternating with "s" or “z” or “no consonant,” such as 脱 
(ダッ ツ / ぬ ・ ぐ 、 undress/escape), 説 (モツ / ゼ イ / と ・ く , explain/per- 
suade), ®t (ゼイ , tax), 鋭 (エイ / す る ど ・ い 、, sharp), 悦 (x, 
joy), and R1 (x 7, inspect). 


5. “S/z (sh/j)" alternating with “t (ch) /d,” such as & ( シ ツ / うし な ・ 
う , lose), 送 (テツ , alternate), fk (-f- 7, order), and $k (テツ , iron/ 
railroad). 


6. “K” or “h/b” alternating with “r,” such as 果 (77/13 + 7: 4 , fruit/ 
result), € (77, sweets), 裸 ( ラ / は だか, naked), and 課 (Z, section), 
or 変 (ベン / か ・ わ る , change/strange), € (バン , barbaric), and 
恋 ( レ ン / こ ・ う 7/ こ い , love). 


Generally, even when there is surprising variation in the initial 
consonant sound, the remainder is pretty much the same, that is, 
the different kanji with the same phonetic component tend to 
rhyme. Among the most common exceptions are the cases that 
match variation in 音読 み of individual kanji, e.g., Æ, on p. 30. 


Also, the sounds “o” and “u” are phonologically similar enough that 
alternation between them, such as with 古 ( コ / ふ る ・ い , old) vs. 
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€ ( ク / く る ・ し い / に が ・ い 。 bitter/ hard), is not surprising. Another 
fairly common yet odd variation in rhyme is “a” vs. “i.” We find 
this in such cases as 3X (77/42431/35, I/ me) and ¥ (+, right/signifi- 
cance), or tÈ (7, other) and 地 ( チ / ジ , ground/place), or 波 ( ハ / な 
Z, wave) and Æ ( ヒ / か わ , hide/bark). 

There are some surprises, such as the case mentioned above 
(No. 4) with the slightly modified phonetic 55 [ 74/74 or エイ or 
エッ ツ ], and the cases where we would expect “-oo” but get “-aku,” 
e.g, $ (77, compare) against X (コウ / ま じ ・ わ る / ま ・ じ る / か ・ う , mix/ 
exchange/alternate) and 校 (コウ , school/check for accuracy), etc. 

In sum, the interpretation of phonetic components is not an 
exact science, but by and large they provide good hints and better 
mnemonics for learning kanji by 音読 み . 


Phonetic Component Look-Alikes 


A: pointed out earlier, about 24 percent of the 常用 汉字 are 
semantic compound kanji, and one (or both) of the semantic 
elements may look the same as elements that are otherwise used 
for phonetic elements. For example, both 3X (シュ ク / シ ュ ウ / い わ ・ う , 
celebrate) and 況 (キョウ , state of affairs) have the same right side, 
XL, but only one, 7X, is a phonetic compound, with 兄 [キョ ウ / ケ イ ] 
as its phonetic, while 3X. is a semantic compound kanji with two 
semantic elements, 示 [altar] and X, [oldest son—the one in charge 
of family rituals in ancient China]. The resemblance of these two 
kanji is accidental, and they are not homonyms. But someone who 
does not yet know the 音読 み of 祝 may be misled by what is in 
effect a false phonetic. For further information on these coinci- 
dences, study Section D in Part 2. 

By now, we hope that kanji learners are fully aware that they 
should approach semantic compound kanji and phonetic com- 
pound kanji differently. And for problematic areas like the one 
mentioned above, we hope this book, with its various contrasting 
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methods in the exercises, will be helpful. 

We will repeat here again: the crucial part of remembering kanji 
is to learn the kanji forms accurately from the beginning, and to 
keep doing so in the process of learning more and more. Because 
that is the only shortcut to learning kanji there is!

Simple Look-Alikes with the Same Number of Strokes

Some 
kanji have been included which consist of such a basic unit with a 
stroke or two added, such as 末 (マツ / す え , end/ powder), which 
has a long line near the top of 木 [tree], and & (ハン / ホン / タ ン / そ ・ る , 
warp/oppose) with two strokes added to 又 [hand] for the meaning 
of “thin board." Some kanji which are not single units are included 
in the exercise to show their similarity to single-unit kanji, e.g., & 
(モン / し ・ め る / う ら な ・ う , divine/occupy), combining ト [divination] 
and © [place], is contrasted with &, on p. 31, which stemmed 
from a picture of a gibbeted skull. 


The Same or Different Pictographs 


Ic» components of similar form sometime have different 
meanings. Most of the pairs above are similar by coincidence, 
as a result of simplifications over the course of history. Sources for 
learning more about the etymology of kanji formation include The 
Complete Guide to Everyday Kanji.

be a little problematical because one (or both) of their semantic 
elements may be identical in form to elements that are otherwise 
used for phonetics, e.g., A [4 イン / エ ン ] is used as phonetic in 韻 (イン , 
resonance), but in 损 (ソン , loss/damage) it is a semantic compo- 
nent with the meaning of "round tripod kettle." One who does 
not yet know the 音読 み of 38 may be mislead by what is in effect a 
false phonetic. Our goal in this section is to smooth the path of 
kanji learning in this regard with exercises which contrast a number 
of examples of semantic compound kanji with phonetic compounds.
